— Early returns today showed dear 
support for Italy's ruling Christian Democrats and their 
Oxnmunlst allies in parliament in the weekend’s twin 
referendum.

Egypt pledges support for Zaire 


KINSHASA, June 12 (R). — 
Egypt today pledged its foil su- 
pport for Zaire in the face of 
the troubles in the central Afr- 
ican country's southern Provin- 
ce of Shaba. 

The Egyptian commitment 
came from Minister of State 
for Foreign Affairs Butros 
Ghali after his arrival in 
Kinshasa for talks with the 
government of President Mobu- 
tu Sese Seko. 

As Dr. Ghali spoke, a secu- 
rity force consisting of troops 
from a number of African coun- 
tries began taking shape in 
Shaba. 

Dr. Ghali, who arrived from 
Gabon and was holding talks 
almost at once with Zaire Fo- 


reign Minister Umba di Lutete,. 
told reporters that Egypt to- 
tally supported Zaire's unity 
and sovereignty and opposed 
any polity of subversion and 
secession. 

As he arrived, Togolese for- 
ces were reported ready to lea- 
ve Lome for Shaba, where they 
will joint some 1,500 Moroccan 
and 45 Gabonese troops already 
assembled In Lubumbashi, the 
provincial capital. 

Egypt is reported to have 
sent heavy artillery, instruct- 
ions and military equipment 
to be used fay the Zairean army 
in building its strength to deal 
with rebel forces.

In rapid, line assembly 
like apperanoes before trial 
court judges from three of 
New York's five boroughs, Be- 
rkowitz was gsven consecutive 
5-year for the six murders in 
the random, shooting rampage 
that terrorised the city for a 
year. 

He received additional sent- 
ences for the seven woun dings. 

Berkowitz, 25, first appear- 
ed to be sentenced for the mu- 
rder of his last victim, Stacy 
Moskowitz. After sen t e n ci n g 
was pronounced in that case, 
Daniel Carrique, a friend of the 
Moskowitz family, bolted from 
his courtroom seat and went 
screaming after Berkowitz. 

However, guards in the court 
building, which was overflow- 
ing with heavy security measu- 
res, got to Carrique first and 
carried him from the courtro- 
om. He was arrested and was to 
be charged with assault and ob- 


struction of government admi- 
nistration, a court officer said. 

Then, Justices Nicholas Tsou- 
calas of Queens and William 
Kapelman of the Bronx took 
the bench and completed the 
one-hour session.

The recent lull in Mideast peace-making efforts, 
we are told, is due to the fact that everybody is 
waiting for the Israelis to reply to the two questions 
put to them by the United States in April. Those 
questions are, 1) what kind of arrangement do the 
Israelis envisage for the West Bank and Gaza after 
a five-year interim period, and 2) how do the Israelis 
see the Palestinians there determining their own 
future? 

The Israelis are dragging their feet a bit on this 
one, and with good reason. They are divided in the 
cabinet, with some people like Moshe Dayan wanting 
Jordan to be brought into the negotiations, and others 
like Menachem Begin wanting a vague and noncom- 
mital reply to the Americans, effectively providing no 
firm reply to those two important questions. 

We find it rather understandable that the Israelis ; 
are having a bit of a rough time coming up with the ! 
answers that the Americans say are so critical, but 
we are not putting much hope on either a positive j 
Israeli reply or on the supposition that a positive reply 
will, in fact, get the Israelis out of the West Bank, ; 
thereby opening the way to a process of Palestinian ! 
self-determination, and, further down the road, peace 
in the Holy Land. One has to feel discouraged that we 
are being presented with yet another short-term 
deadline that is supposed to be critically important. 
One has to feel doubly discouraged in view of the ! 
historic commitment that Mr. Begin has to 
maintaining Israeli sovereignty .over the West Bank. 
Indeed, Mr. Begin's Herat party, founded in the 
1940’s, has as its emblem a map of “Greater Israel’" 
that includes all of the East Bank of the Jordan Rivei . 
Within this psychological context, the foot-dragging 
of the Israelis on the future of the West Bank and 
Gaza becomes more understandable, as does the 
general Arab suspicion of people who ask us to wait a 
few more months for the Israeli reply, or for the 
American congressional elections in November. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RA*I says in its Monday editorial that the Israeli cabinet 
is due to define its position today on the American list of questions 
regarding the future of the occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip. 
It says looking at the statements of Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin's government during the past two months, one finds that 
Israel has decided to go ahead with its manoeuvres to gain time 
in a clear bid to avoid committing itself to working for peace in 
the area. 

Therefore, the newpaper says, one cannot expect something 
good in Israel’s expected answers to the American questions, be- 
cause Israel “will avoid the question of the Palestinians' soverei- 
gnty over their land in the West Bank and Gaza strip or any issue 
of substance related to bringing about real peace in the area." 

tt its editorial AL DUSTOl/R draws attention to what His 
Majesty King Hussein told officers of the Jordanian Armed Forces 
on Sunday. 

It points out that when the King said at this meeting that 
Jordan is the "last barrier" that stands in the face of those who 
covet the wealth of the Arab World and aspire to control its future, 
he was not addressing the army officers and men only but “each 
of the Arab leaders and Arab peoples everywhere who can hear 
and take notice” 

Emphasising the role of the Jordanian Armed Forces in de- 
fence of this country and the Arab hinterland, AT Dustour regrets 
that many projects for developing the army lack the necessary 
funds to bring them into being. 

Tt says while Jordan is thankful for the backing given it by 
certain Arab countries, this assistance, it is felt, has not yet 
reached a dimension propo atonal to Jordan’s great national res- 
ponsibilities or to the massive potentials of the Arab countries 
exposed to the Israeli threat and for whom Jordan forms the 
first line of defence.

. Ministers meet in Damascus to discuss 
Hijazi railway 

DAMASCUS, June 12 (JNA). — The Jordanian and Sy- 
rian ministers of transport and the Saudi minister of 
communications met here today to discuss reopening the 
Hijazi railway line. Jordanian Minister of Transport, Ali 
Siil\eimat said today's meeting adopted a list of qualified 
consultative companies who will submit tenders for dra- 
wing up feasibility studies for the execution of the pro- 
ject. The technical committee for the project comprising 
representatives from Jordan, Syria and Saudi Arabia, 
will hold a meeting in Riyadh during October to evaluate 
the companies offers. While in Damascus Mr. Suheimat 
will also attend the general assembly of the joint Jor- 
danian-Syrian shipping company which will meet here 
Tuesday under the ministers of transport in the two 
countries. 

Swiss businessmen willing to cooperate in 
joint economic ventures 

AMMAN, June 12 (JNA). — The visiting delegation of 
Swiss businessmen today discussed with officials at the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce establishing Jorda- 
nlan-Swiss joint economic ventures. The delegation ex- 
pressed willingness to participate in various industries 
including canned food, the manufacture of docks, alu- 
minium products, pre-fabricated houses, tanning and 
plastics as well as in the construction of hotels and 
their management. Minister of Industry and Commerce 
Najmeddine Dajjani pledged that his ministry will offer 
such economic projects the necessary facilities and sup- 
port. 

Volume of Jordan-Sudan trade to increase 
to $5m 

AMMAN, June 12 (JNA). — At the end of their week- 
long visit here Sunday the Sudanese trade delegation 
signed a protocol for increasing the volume of trade 
exchanged between Jordan and Sudan. The protocol pro- 
vides for raising the volume of trade exchanged between 
the two countries from 3.5 million dollars to 5 million 
and raising the value of national products on display at 
commercial centres in Amman and Khartoum from the 
present $800,000 to $1.5 million each. The protocol also 
provides for the exemption of customs duties on certain 
goods and commodities. The protocol was signed for 
Jordan by the Under-secretary of the Ministry of Indus- 
try and Commerce, Hashem Al Dabbas, and for Sudan 
by Hassan Farah Mohammad the Assistant Under-secre- 
tary of the Sudanese ministry of supply and commerce.

15 - month sentence 


TEL AVIV, June 12 (AP). — 
A Tel Aviv district court to- 
day sentenced an American st- 
udent of Palestinian origin, me- 
mbership in a Palestinian gue- 
rrilla group. 

Mr. Esmail, 23, was convicted 
last Wednesday of the charge 
which carries a maximum sen- 
tence of 10 years in jail. 

Pronouncing sentence, the co- 
urt said the 15-month term 
would start from the day of 
Es mail’s arrest on Dec. 21, 1977. 
This means Esmail would have 
about nine months left to serve. 


ISRAEL AND 
HUMAN RIGHTS 


In a case that caused protest 
in the United States, the Michi- 
gan State University student 
was arrested when he arrived 
in Israel to visit his dying fa- 
ther in the occupied West Bank. 
Mr. Esmail. of Palestinian an- 
cestry, was accused of mem- 
bership in the Popular Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine. 

He was acquitted of a more 
serious charge of contact with 
a foreign agent. Prosecutor Sa- 
ra Sirotta did not ask for the 
maximum 10-year sentence. 

Judge Dov Levine said the 
15-month sentence was determ- 
ined in part because Esmail had 
not come to Israel on assign- 
ment by the PFLP, but to visit 
his father. 

But Mr- Levine said he wan- 
ted to impose a “substantial 
sentence so that the accused 
will learn to separate his poli- 
tical ideals from enemy activ- 
ity" 

Mr. Esmail smiled when he 
beard the sentence, seemingly 
relieved at the relative leniency 
of the term. As he left the co- 
urt under police escort he rais- 
ed two fingers in a peace sign. 

In sentencing Mr. Esmail. Ju- 
dge Levine said he was taking 
into account that sentences for 
Arab students in the occupied 
West Bank convicted of similar 
charges were usually not lon- 
ger than a few months. He ad- 
ded that in the case of Ludvina 
Jannsea, a Dutch woman con-

victed of gathering information 
for a guerrilla organisation, the 
total sentence was six years. 

Mr. Levine said, too, that the 
court believed Mr. Esmail was 
a serious student who devoted 
most of his efforts to his uni- 
versity work, not to radical ac- 
tivity, noting the testimony of 
a character witness and affida- 
vits received from Esmail’s pro- 
fessors in East Lansing Michi- 
gan. 

Mr. Esmail's conviction was 
based on one of three statem- 
ents signed by him during his 
initial interrogation. They out- 
lined his first contact with a 
PFLP representative in Michi- 
gan, and a 1976 trip to Libya 
which allegedly included milita- 
ry training. 

Mr. Esmail'c attorney Felicia 
Langerz, had charged that the 
statements were extracted un- 
der coercion but the court ac- 
cepted them into evidence.

Figures show that Jordan’s housing boom is not on its way out

AMMAN — The 1976 bous- 
ing boom in Jordan has not 
gone out with a whimper. Two 
years ago houses were shoot- 
ing up in Amman and the 
other big cities in the country 
and everyone was talking ab- 
out it. "The difference now", as 
Mr. Wasef Azar, head of a co- 
nsulting firm and an expert in 
housing, put it H is that they 
are not talking about It" 

The amount of residential 
building being undertaken in 
1977 was actually higher - - by 
about five per cent - - than. in. 
1976. And there can be little 
doubt that the amount of buil- 
ding will go on increasing well 
into the future - - although the 
sort of houses being built will 
change. 

It is true that 1976 was an 
unusual year The influx of pe-. 
ople from Lebanon and brisk 
economic growth made 1976 a 
field day for speculators and 
property developers. To judge 
from Central Bank statistics, 
the amount of residential build- 
ing in 1976 was over 60 per

cent up on the year before- 
And the Housing Bank approv- 
ed almost four times as much 
credit as it had in 1975. 

The amount of house building 
had in fact been growing ra- 
pidly since 1974 (1973 was a 
peak year). The growth curve 
shot up steeply between 1975 
and 1976 pnd then levelled out 
for 1977. The latest figures for 
1978 suggest that the curve has 
started an upward swing agai n . 

The impact of the events of 
1976 on the housing scene can 
however be exaggerated. Pe- 
ople complain that rents rock- 
eted, but this must have been 
confined to limited areas bo- 
cause the cost of housing in 
general -- according to the 
Amma n and Zarka cost of liv- 
ing index - - increased by only 
about seven per cent for that 


year. And there is nothing fre- 
akish about that figure. 

The cost of food for instan- 
ce, rose much faster. In fact, 
looking at the long term, Mr. 
Othman Salameh, chief of the 
domestic economy section at 
the Central Bank said, “the 
average Jordanian family sp- 
ends less of its income on ho- 
using now rhpn it did in 1967" 
- - about ten per cent less. 

There are hopes that rents 
may now be on the way down 
again. This has already been 
happening in the more expen- 
sive parts of Amman. But tak- 
ing the city as a whole, rents 
have gone on rising -- altho- 
ugh recently the rise has been 
slowing down. Land prices in 
central Amman have reported- 
ly been coming down, but in 
the suburbs they are thought

likely to stay high. 

The 1976 boom in fact made 
the biggest impact on high- 
cost housing: Deluxe apartme- 
nts In Amman are no longer 
in short supply. But the dem- 
and for low and middle-income 
housing has certainly not be- 
en met, and that demand will 
continue to grow. 

The main reason for this is 
the population growth. Jordan 
has one of the highest rates 
in the world. One of the offi- 
cial estimates puts it at 3-2 per 
cent. In Amman itself it is 
probably between five and ten 
per cent 

A comprehensive mar- 
ket survey conducted by the 
Jordanian consulting firm, Sha- 
ir Management Services Ltd., 
estimates that there will be 
18,000 new marriages in 1979 
and over 22,000 in 1986. The 
bulk of the demand for hous- 
ing will come from those new 
couples. 

But besides the natural po- 
pulation growth there are oth- 
er factors that push up the 
demand for housing. The most 
important one in the past has 
been the immigration of refuge- 
es. fn 1967 for instance an es- 
timated quarter of a million 
Palestinians arrived in Jordan, 
of whom 135,000 settled in 
refugee camps, outside the cit- 
ies according to the Housing 
Corporation. 

A more predictable factor is 
the improvement in living st- 


andards. Apart from the less 
than 10,000 households of Jor- 
danian bedouin living in tests, 
there are very few families 
lacking permanent shelter fit 
Jordan according to the phwir 
report. AH the same, t he a vo- 
rage occupancy rate, according 
to the Housing Corporation, Is 
2.5 persons per room. And 
among low-income groups tills 
rises to about six per room 
(the average rate in the US. is 
1.2 persons per room). As pe- 
ople gee richer they will de- 
mand more living space. 

The Housing Corporation 
estimates that about 2,000 new 
housing units are needed every 
year to make up for buildings 
which are demolished. 

Jordanians working abroad 
create an additional demand of 
400 houses a year according to 
the study conducted by Shair. 
The survey also comes up with 
the figure of 750 new units re- 
quired annually as a result of 
changes in the family struc- 
ture in Jordan. The traditional 
extended family is breaking 
down into smaller units at ab- 
out that rate every year. 

Sbair concludes that the tot- 
al need is for 23,800 new un- 
its in 1979 and 28,300 units in 
1985. ‘'Effective demand" -- 
that is, when prices are taken 
into account as well - - as much 
lower, and estimated by Shair 
at 10,700 units in 1979 and 
13,700 for 1985. The Housing 
Corporation gives an average

figure of 16,000 new units an- 
nually up to 1965. The Five 
Year plan calls for the build- 
ing of 31,000 new units from 
1976-1980, but to judge from 
the other estimates, this is too 
low. 

There la in fact little agree- 
ment about the actual amount 
of house building going on at 
any one time. The Centra] Ba- 
nk only gives figures for Am- 
man and Zarqa. These are ba- 
sed cm the details of mimirtnaf 
licences for building. But a lot 
of construction takes place 
just outride municipal boundar- 
ies, and so escapes the n o ti ce 
of the statisticians. 

Although they ore not easy 
to compare, Housing Bank sta- 
tistics sem to suggest a grea- 
ter amount of building activity 
than official figures report. , 

Nevertheless these figures tb 
general are more reliable tor 
showing trends

DEAR MR. GOREN: 

Q,— How can you tell 
whether partner’s bid is a 
cue-bid or whether he is 
simply showing a second 
suit. And what are tbe 
priorities in a cue-bidding 
sequence?— G. Lawrence, 
Northbrook, 111. 

(This question has been 
awarded the weekly prize.) 
A.— As a rule of thumb, if you 
have agreed upon a trump suit 
in an auction that is committed 
to game, a new suit by either 
partner should be considered a 
cue-bid. Study these two 
auctions: 

a) South North 

14 2 4 

3 O 

bJ South North 

14 3 4 

4 0 

In sequence a) North-South 
are not forced to game. There- 
fore. South’s bid of three dia- 
monds is simply an attempt to 
get to game, and it is not a 
cue-bid. It shows extra values 
with a second suit in which 
help is needed, and asks North 
to evaluate his hand for game 
purposes in the light of the 
additional information he now 
has at his disposal. 

In sequence bj, however. 
North's response of three 
spades was forcing to game. 
Therefore, South's bid of four 
diamonds is a cue-bid showing 
first-round control of diamonds 
and does not necessarily prom- 
ise a suit- 

Once a cue-bidding sequence 
has been launched, it is incum- 
bent on the partners to show 
their controls In proper order. 
First-round controls are shown 
first, then second-round con- 
trols. If you bypass a suit 
during the initial phase of cue- 
bidding, you deny first-round 
control in that suit. Similarly, 
failure to cue-bid a suit at a 
later opportunity would deny 
second-round control in that 
suit. With like controls in two 
or more suits, you show your 
lowest-ranking control first. 

Thus, in sequence bl above. 
Sou to is showing first-round 
control of diamonds, probably 
the ace, and at the same time 
he denies possession of first- 
round dub control. 


Consider this SouLh hand: 

♦ AKxxx tfQxx OAKQxx 
South wens the bidding with 

one spade and North responds 
with three spades. Obviously, 
Siam depends on North's heart 

holding. Blackwood won’t elidt 
the necessary information -you 
need to know spedfically which 
aces or kings North* holds, not 
how many. 

A cue-bidding sequence is 
the solution. North could have 
either of these bonds: 

cl 4QJxx TKxx Oxx 4AQxx 
d) 4QJxx TJxx OQx 4AKxx 

Hand c) should produce a 
slam, while in hand d) there 
ore two heart losers. South 
should cue-bid four dubs— his 
void— and North, without first- 
round diamond or heart con- 
trols, must rebid four spades. 
South now cue-bids five dia- 
monds to show his first-round 
control in that suit, and with 
band c) North should bid five 
hearts. That shows second- 
round heart control, since North 
did not cue-bid hearts at bis 
first opportunity. South can 
now bid six spades. 

With hana d), however. North 
should realize that his ace of 
clubs is a useless card, for 
South must be void in dubs. 
Since North has no heart con- 
trol, he must simply rebid five 
spades over South s second try, 
and the auction will end there. 

Q.^How much truth is 
there in the old saw: “Eight 
ever, nine never"?— R. Mc- 
Donald, Hartford, Conn. 

A.— Unless there has been a 
due from the bidding or play 
that leads you to draw a con- 
trary inference, this is one of 
the pieces of pure gold handed 
down from the days of whist. 
When you are missing five cards 
to the queen, the odds in favor 
of a finesse are overwhelming. 
Just considering 3-2 splits, 
there are six combinations 
where queen-third will be on- 
side ana only four combinations 
with queen-doubleton offside. 
Thus the finesse is a three to 
two favorite to succeed, and the 
odds become even better if 4-1 
breaks are included in the com- 
putations. 

With nine cards in the suit, 
it is a doser decision.
